Claims 1-6 

The inventions described in claims 1-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1. 

Document 1 describes a compound represented by a general formula [1] and an antitumor 
agent having the compound as an active ingredient. 

According to the definition of the above general formula [1], a substitute (-NR R ) of a 
nitrogen atom which is the 6-position on an indolopyrrolocabazole ring does not include the substitute 
of the present application represented by -NH (CH 2 )m-R. However, examples 29, 34 and 35 describe 
a compound in which -NR*R 2 is respectively -NHCH 2 Ph, -NHCOPh and -NHCOPy (wherein Py is 
pyridyl group); therefore, as -NR X R of the above general formula [1], conceiving of the ~NHCH 2 Py 
identical similar to these three substitulent groups could be easily achieved by a party skilled in the art. 

Further, document 1 (paragraph 0018) states, as an example, furyl, thienyl and the like as a 
substituent equivalent to pyridyl; therefore, this examination finds that conceiving of a compound in 
which Py of the above -NHCH 2 Py is furyl or thienyl could also be easily achieved by a party skilled 
in the art. 

Thus, this examination finds that the compound of the present application does not present 
particularly outstanding antitumoral activity as compared to the compound described in document 1 
(in particular, examples 29 and 35).
